PERFORMING THE MUS 


On Friday, August 31, the 
CCPA and KRVM’s Cosmik Debris 
proudly welcome Pojama People 
featuring Ike Willis performing the 
music of Frank Zappa. 

Our story begins with Frank 
Zappa (December 21, 1940 — 
December 4, 1993), described as 
“an American composer, singer- 
songwriter, electric guitarist, 
recording engineer, record producer 
and film director.” From his 1966 
debut album with The Mothers 
of Invention, Freak Out!, through 
a career spanning more than 
30 years, Zappa wrote rock, jazz 
and orchestral compositions. He 
produced almost all of the more 
than 6o albums he released with 
The Mothers and as a solo artist. 

Frank was a self-taught 
composer and performer, and his 
diverse musical influences led him 


to create music that was often

POJAMA PEOPLE 


So where do the Pojama People 
come in? Soon, but not quite yet. 
First we make a detour to New 
Jersey, where a guitarist/vocalist 
named Andre’ Cholmondeley 
formed a Zappa tribute band called 
Project/Object in 1993. Project/ 
Object made their WOW Hall 
debut in February, 2002, with a 
lineup that included Zappa veterans 
Ike Willis and Napoleon Murphy 
Brock as guest vocalists and a 
drummer named Glenn Leonard. 

Project/Object returned to the 
WOW Hall in 2003 and 2004. 
Those present will recall the 
performances featuring a special 
treat as two beautiful local women 
appeared on the stage to interpret 
the music with original dance 
moves. Somewhere along the line 
a romance blossomed. Leonard 
decided to leave the Jersey shore for 
something finer that only Eugene 
could offer him. 

Which brings us finally to 
Pojama People, for Glenn soon 
learned that he had found not 
just a romantic partner, but a 
musical partner as well. Pojama

Zappa 
was posthumously inducted into 
the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 
in 1995 and received the Grammy 
Lifetime Achievement Award in 
1997.

Guide (2004) writes: “Frank Zappa 
dabbled in virtually all kinds of 
music — and, whether guised as a 
satirical rocker, jazz-rock fusionist, 
guitar virtuoso, electronics wizard, 
or orchestral innovator, his 
eccentric genius was undeniable” 


with the concert committee just so 
he could get a “Back Stage Pass” to 
meet Frank Zappa. 

Ike first joined  Zappa’s 
band for the fall 1978 tour and 
worked with Frank from 1978 to 
1988. His initial appearance was 
on the “bona fide masterpiece” 
Joe’s Garage. The triple LP 
featured Willis as lead singer and 
voice of the character “Joe” in a 
rock opera about the danger of 
political systems, the suppression 
of freedom of speech and music 
about the “strange relationship 
Americans have with sex and

In addition to his uniquely 
identifiable baritone voice, Ike 
holds his own on guitar with the 
best of them. His playing is heard 
on the Zappa albums Shut Up N 
Play Yer Guitar, Shut Up ‘N Play 
Yer Guitar Some More, and The 
Return of the Son of Shut Up ‘N 
Play Yer Guitar. 

Ike Willis has vowed to keep 
the music of Mr. Zappa alive. He 
currently tours with the Frank 
Zappa tribute bands Bogus Pomp, 


(drums and musical direction). Alli 
has previously performed music of 
various genres (celtic, folk-rock, 
salsa, funk, rock-n-roll) with local 
outfits Caliente, Flying Canoe and 
The Benjamin’s and danced with 
Van Ummersen Dance Co., NW 
Tap Consort and Ballet Sangamar.

PETER MURPHY BROUHAHA 


On Saturday, August 11, the 
CCPA and University of Oregon 
Campus Radio 88.1 FM KWVA 
proudly welcome Peter Murphy 
(of Bauhaus) with special guest 
OURS. 

In four decades of service 
in the post-punk culture wars, 
Peter Murphy has confounded 
fans, critics, even himself. As 
the mainman of the acclaimed 
outfit Bauhaus, he helped usher 
in groundbreaking opaque 
atmospheres into 
the post-punk landscape. When 
the band broke up for the first 


time in 1983, the singer set off 


moods and 


on a solo career that found him 
challenging his audiences in 
numerous ways. When the music 
press tried to tag him as “the 
new David Bowie,” he’d close 
his shows with a vamping of the 
Thin White Duke’s disco classic 
“Stay”, only to switch into a cover 
of Bauhaus’ funky “Kick In The 
Eye”, followed by a cover of Pere 
Ubu’s “Final Solution”, ending 
with a burly roadie physically 
picking up the singer and putting 
When 
fans and critics tried to paint 


him in an airplane spin. 


him exclusively as “the King of 
the Goths,” his response was to 
encore with Prince’s “Purple 
Rain”. When the singer began to 
explore more melodic concerns to 
distance himself from the gothic- 
rock culture he helped create, he 
accessed both new audiences and 
successful records.

“People remember 


” the singer says, laughing 
of his 


audacity. “They don’t remember 


things, 
at memories onstage 
some digital file they downloaded 
from the Internet.” 

Murphy aligned himself with 
Nettwerk Records to release Ninth, 
his first solo album in seven years 
and the first since the permanent 
dissolution of Bauhaus in 2009. 
Produced by David Baron, Ninth 
is a culmination of where the 
singer has been and where he is 
now. While countless performers 
and industry types bemoan the 
demeaning of music in current 
download culture, Murphy’s only 
concern is continuing to connect 
with his audience. 

“I think younger audiences are 
just as aware that they don’t have 
any identity in the music they 
follow,” he says. “Once they start 
listening to older music or music 
that isn’t generically issued, they 
start to hold onto things more. 
That’s why it’s more important 
for people like myself to connect 


with an audience. I’m not talking 
about Facebook — I’m talking 
about a live show. People can 
really start to form a congealed 
idea in their relationship with an 
artist. That kind of connection 
is missing in the digital world: 
You experience things more in a 
tangible realm than in a virtual 
existence. I don’t deny or get 
anxious about being labeled; I 
can’t really describe what I do, 
but it does have an outside effect 
on an audience. But I mustn’t get 
stuck holding onto that, because 
you mustn’t rest on your laurels.” 

Murphy met producer David 
Baron in 2005 while recording 
with 
songwriter Sarah Fimm. In Baron,

that are great fits. Bob Fennessy, 
publicist for WOW Hall, has been 
working here for 22 years helping 
promote these shows via radio, 
newspapers, posters, web sites, 
e-mail lists and other sources.

When asked after 35 years; 
how does the band manage to 
stay current and successful in the 
digital media age? Trumpet player 
Gregory Davis holds true to their 
roots and states: “It ends up being 
like a pot of gumbo - you drop 
in a little okra, drop in a little 
shrimp, you drop in some crabs. 
Before you know it, you’ve mixed 
in all these different ingredients 
and you’ve got a beautiful soup. 
That was our approach to music 
early on and it still is today.” 

When Davis talks about the 
band’s early years, he’s talking 
about a time before I was even 
around to enjoy music -- since 
the band’s inception dates back to 
1977. 

The Dirty Dozen Brass Band 
encompasses the tradition and 
style of a New Orleans based brass 
band but refuses to be limited by 
the genre. Edging away from 
traditional brass music, DDBB 
incorporates large portions of 
improvisation, jazz, and funk with 
their drum kits and electric guitars. 
Davis describes the band: 

“Weve never been the norm. 
Even though we started out as a 
traditional New Orleans brass 
band, in the beginning we weren’t 
getting work of any kind.

Personally, I find the album 
motivating and danceable. It’s one 
of those albums you put on when 
you really need something positive 
and up tempo because you dread 
the daunting chores haunting you 
from the kitchen sink. As a fan 
of live music and entertainment 
for the majority of my life, I really 
respect the way these guys come to 
entertain each and every time. 

“This album brings the flow 
and feel of a vibrant DDBB live 
set. It’s classic Dirty Dozen with 
something for your mind, body, 
and soul. We’re gonna get you 
one way or another” states Roger 
Lewis, baritone sax player and one 
of the founding members of the
